Progress, a Chicago farm publica­ 
tion, and also is chairman of the 
Republican program committee. 
He made his charge in a state­ 
ment to the press shortly after the 
lobby committee had refused him 
an opportunity to answer charges 
that the farm magazine was a pro­ 
paganda 
medium 
financed 
by 
"great capitalists." 
Books Examined 
Dr. Frank said he was disturbed 
by accumulating evidence of "a 
determination to intimidate the 
free press of the country by such 
terroristic methods." 
An important link in the chain 
of evidence, he declared, was an 
order by President Roosevelt au­ 
thorizing the lobby committee to 
examine the income tax returns of 
virtually any individual or corpor­ 
ation it desires. 
The order was 
issued under the power of a senate 
resolution passed almost three 
years ago for an entirely different 
purpose, he said.

ON FISH LAWS 


Uniform Roles Will Be 
Drafted; Sen. Dotsch 
at Conference 


Chicago, May 6. (JP)— Repres­ 
entatives of four states bordering 
on Lake Michigan tentatively de­ 
cided today for the first time to 
formulate uniform regulations for 
the lake fishing industry. 
Legislators 
and 
conservation 
officials of 
Illinois, 
Wisconsin, 
Michigan 
and Indiana 
agreed 
there should be uniformity in the 
legal size of 
trout, 
whitefish, 
perch and suckers and 
in 
the 
mesh of gill nets. 
The group attending the one- 
day conference organized as a 
permanent committee, 
to 
meet 
again in two or three months, and 
elected Assemblyman Frank N. 
Graass of Wisconsin as chairman. 
The 
conference 
announced it 
would study problems of the fish­ 
ing industry, interview commer­ 
cial fishermen and draw definite 
recommendations for regulations 
to be submitted as uniform legis­ 
lation In the four states. 
The group agreed that diversity 
in fishing laws “ not only makes 
enforcement 
impossible in many 
cases, but makes it difficult for 
the fisherman to understand his 
own rights.” 
It said study would be made al­ 
so of questions such as a uniform 


closed season and possible viola­ 
tions of size limits laws by filets 
lng and smoked undersized fish. 
The conference statement said 
overfishing “ resulting from lack 
of enforcement has resulted in a 
depletion of the fish supply to the 
point where the entire commer­ 
cial fishing Industry in the Lake 
Michigan states 
faces 
complete 
ruin.” 
Dr. John Van (tastes* director 
of Great Lakes fisheries investi­ 
gations, U. S. Bureau of Fisheries, 
said the annual Lake Michigan 
catch was more than 28,000,900 
pounds, or about SO per cent of 
the entire Great Lakes haul and 
3 6 per cent of the total value. 
The conference proposed also

The early freight teams, which 
were the mode of transportation in 
winter three quarters of a century 
ago before the construction of the 
Chicago and North Western rail­ 
way between Green Bay and Esca­ 
naba, are described in an article, 
written by the late Mrs. Pauline F. 
Cordes of Menominee. Mrs. Cordes, 
formerly Pauline Langley of Flat 
Rock, died about four years ago. 
The article, which was given to 
the Press by Mrs. George Jensen, 
1716 South 14th street, reads as 
follows; 
“Do we appreciate the good and 
modern things we are using today? 
“I think of this as I look back 
70 years and compare the times of 
then and now in the whole country, 
but especially in our sparsely set­ 
tled Upper Peninsula of Michigan. 
We were so far away from sources 
of supplies, even for the most neces- 
ray things to eat and wear. 
“In the summer, it was not so 
bad, for the lumber 
vessels 
all 
brought freight from Chicago to 
supply our most urgent needs, but 
in the winter, if our one store, the 
Kirby Carpenter store, had not fig­ 
ured correctly, the amount of food 
that would be used for the popu­ 
lation of the town, as well as for 
its lumber camps, then there was 
often a shortage. 
“As usual, the bay was frozen 
over by the middle of December, 
and by the New Year, the ice was 
solid enough for the freight teams 
to come, and as a general thing, 
they were very welcome. They 
brought frozen meat, butter in tubs, 
also lard, and other things that 
would not be hurt by the cold. 
“Several 
of 
the 
teams 
were 
owned by Captain Thomas Hawley 
of Green Bay, who was captain of, 
I think, the Sarah Van Epps, that 
run from Green Bay to Menomi­ 
nee, and other points north of here. 
“Six or seven teams would start 
from Green Bay, over the Ice, all 
loaded with things necessary for 
the settlers as far north as Mar­ 
quette, selling some of their load 
in each village where they put up 
for the night. 
“In good weather, their schedule 
ran thus: First a run of 30 miles 
to Oconto, staying all night; then 
80 miles to Menomlne, where they 
were always heartily welcomed, 
stopping at the Quimby House. In 
the 
morning, 
on again to J. R- 


Brooks’ on the Bay Shore, 22 miles 
up, have dinner, and go IO miles 
farther to Cedar River, where the 
stopping place was kept by Bob 
McCullough. 
The next day, they 
made Ford River by noon, or a 
little after, and to Escanaba for the 
night. However, this schedule could 
be followed only if the weather was 
good, and the ice not too drifted. 
If a storm overtook 
them, 
they 
were snowbound sometime for days. 
“There were no roads at that 
time that could be 
traveled 
by 
wagons, so had to depend in winter 
entirely on these freight teams for 
our supplies, until the boats should 
be running again. Those were the 
days that our mail came once a 
week. When, a little later, we got 
the mail twice a week, in the sum­ 
mer, we were thinking about put­ 
ting on city airs. Before the time 
of the once-a-week mail, we had 
mail whenever the Indian carriers 
got here, which was any time.”

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Propaganda Rebound 
IT is not so very long 
since earnest 
Americans were busy worrying 
about 
the spread of Nazi propaganda in 
South 
America. 
Brasil had what looked very much like 
a Hitler-model government. 
Other large 
South American nations were slipping far­ 
ther and farther away from 
democracy. 
German short-wave radio broadcasts were 
drenching the continent with propaganda. 
Minority European groups were organis­ 
ing 
and 
preparing 
to 
demand 
their 
“rights,” and altogether it looked as 
lf 
the Monroe Doctrine was being destroyed 
by a process of infiltration. 
But there seems to have been a serious 
hitch somewhere. 
Brazil’s 
government 
turns out to be pretty stoutly anti-Hitler. 
The radio propaganda is failing to have 
its expected effect. 
Different 
govern­ 
ments are cracking down on the minority 
groups. German-language 
schools 
have 
been closed and foreign political agitation 
has been curbed, even though large Ger­ 
man and Italian language groups do re­ 
main devoted to the cause of the “lead­ 
ers” back home. 
South America, in other words, is not 
proving a very fertile field for the plant­ 
ing of Nazi seeds. When the dust finally 
settles things will probably be just about 
as they were before the fuss started. The 
continent’s democracy will still be imper­ 
fect, of course, but It will not be pervert­ 
ed by the importation of some European 
ideology. 
Which suggests that perhaps this whole 
business of Nazism, or Fascism, is after 
all a European growth, which needs the 
peculiar conditions of Europe in order to 
thrive. 
Heaven knows that the world 
as 
a 
whole has a great number of problems to 
solve. 
But nowhere are these problems 
as pressing as they are In Europe. 
No­ 
where else do they exert such 
unendur­ 
able pressures on the common people. 
For in Europe they are all intensified 
by the density of the population, by the 
intensity of nationalistic sentiments by 
the wreckage left by the World War, by 
the intricate web of suspicion, jealousy, 
fear and hatred that has been 
built 
up 
over many generations. 
They drive peo­ 
ple to seek bizarre and violent solutions. 
They create an atmosphere in which rea­ 
son and the spirit of friendly co-operation 
are crippled. 
And this whole Nazi-Fascist business, 
apparently, can grow only 
and 
spread. 
Transplant It and it withers. 
It cannot 
take root in the Americas. 
Not—and here is the warning to keep 
in mind—not unless the people 
of 
the 
Americas, by their own folly, 
erect 
on 
their continents the same set of pressures 
hat are driving Europe to ruin and war.

Hoover Gives Views 
A FTEK a tour through Europe where he 
* * viewed at close range the goings-on in 
those foreign nations who lost their demo­ 
cratic governments to the dictators, Form­ 
er President Hoover offers some 
advice 
to America that should be 
given 
more 
than casual consideration. 
During the 1932 campaign, the Demo­ 
cratic party campaign organization, prin­ 
cipally its publicity 
director, 
Charles 
Michelson, did a good job of smearing Mr. 
Hoover. 
The Republican president was 
on the spot for he inherited a depression, 
for which he received the full blame. 
But now the New Deal is on the spot. 
As Mr. Hoover pointed out, the Roosevelt 
administration began 
with 
a 
national 
debt of $21,000,000,000, and has raised it 
to $42,000,000,000. 
After au era of un­ 
precedented governmental 
spending 
to 
provide jobs, the nation still finds itself 
with the same number of unemployed that 
there was when the New Deal took hold 
of the reins of government— 12,000,000. 
The Roosevelt 
administration, 
after 
dabbling in frenzied public finance, finds 
itself in a more puzzling dilemma 
than 
aver. 
The New Dealers are talking more 
pump-priming, inflation, 
wage 
control 
and other forms of regimentation, similar 
to those that have accompanied the rise 
of Fascism in dictator-ridden Europe. 
Looking back at his 
1932 
campaign 
speeches, Mr. Hoover can fiud many rea­ 
sons for saying, 
“I told you so!” 
His 
comments, upon his return from Europe, 
will be taken more seriously now. 


SADOWSKI MAKES PLEA 
(Iron Mountain News) 
Congressman Sadowskl urges clemency 
for the men doing time for 
the 
Wayne 
county election frauds. They should, he 
believes, have been punished, but he holds 
that they have been punished enough. He 
represents their offense as less than that 
of men from whom the last ounce of pun­ 
ishment is demanded. The feud between 
the parties which culminated 
in 
their 
conviction has, he says, cooled. 
The governor baa heard the arguments 
advanced by Sadowskl before. The effort 
to secure clemency has been unremitting 
from practically the day of the 
commit­ 
ment. The governor has heretofore been 
unmoved. By his non-action he has given 
evidence of conviction that the crime, 
a 
deliberate effort to break down the hon­ 
esty of the electoral process, is one of the 
most serious that can be commute, 
and 
that the punishment should be so heavy 
as to be an effective deterrent. 
The recount frauds were not committed 
In heat of passion. They were preceded by 
protracted discussions. 
Prominent Demo­ 
crats, of whom Sadowskl says he was one, 
protested against the recount because of 
conviction that it would not change the re­ 
sults. 
Despite this sound counsel the leaders 
who did not share their views went ahead. 
Early finding that 
an 
honest 
recount 
would not serve their purposes, they de­ 
liberately undertook fraud. They found it 
necessary to bring into their plans many 
lesser figures for whose crimes they were 
primarily responsible. Their plot was de­ 
liberate and was carried out with deliber­ 
ation over a considerable time.

WITH CHINESE RED ARMY HEAD­ 
QUARTERS IN CENTRAL HOPEI. North 
China (ZP)— Behind the Japanese lines in 
North China, a dozen Communist leaders 
without money or publicity have 
organ­ 
ized a new Red government controlling 7,- 
000,000 persons, in four months. 
And 
they have turned lethargic peasants into 
demon guerrilla fighters who have anni­ 
hilated garrison after garrison of Japa- 
nose troops stationed along vital railways. 
An Associated Press correspondent who 
got through the Japanese blockade and 
spent ten days among these 
Red 
guer­ 
rillas, got the story of this feat of organ­ 
ization from the Red commander, General 
Yu Cheng-tsao. 
— JUST IGNORED THEM— 
The movement began as an accident. 
“A cell of Communist leaders was act 
ing as officers In General Wan Fu Lin’s 
53rd Army, which was considered just an 
ordinary mob of 
Manchurian 
warlord 
troops before the 
war,” 
Yu 
explains. 
“Actually, we were carrying on 
intense 
political propaganda against Japan. 
“ We fought three battles 
during 
the 
Japanese invasion of Hopei province last 
autumn. 
The first was at the Yungtlng 
River near Yungtsinghslen, the second at 
the Hutou River, and the third at Ning-, 
chin near Shihchiachuaug.” 
(The first two battles mentioned were 
admitted by Japanese In Peking to be the 
hottest fighting met in Hopei province.) 
“At the end of the third battle 40 per 
cent of our men were casualties and 
we 
were six days behind the other retreating 
Chinese. 
Then to our surprise we found 
the Japanese troops marching around our 
small force and pushing on 
southward, 
completely ignoring the Chinese forces in 
their rear. 
We therefore drove the ban­ 
dits out of the walled city of Kaoyang and 
began organizing an anti-Japanese govern­ 
ment.” 
The first job In Central Hopei, Yu ex­ 
plained, was to form mobilization 
com­ 
mittees. 
Local delegations 
of 
farmers 
and townsmen were authorized to requisi­ 
tion food, arms, cloth and labor for the 
fighting forces. 
Rich men were glad to 
help the Red government, which offered 
them a measure of protection from 
the 
bandits who formerly harassed them. 
— CIVILIANS WORKED ON— 
Hand in hand with the military organ­ 
ization of the people went arousing of the 
civilian population. 
Traveling through 
more 
than 
fifty 
towns and villages, The Associated Press 
correspondent found mass meetings every­ 
where listening to Red political 
agents 
speak on national 
defense. 
Communism 
was not mentioned, but only the alleged 
cruelty and barbarity of 
the 
Japanese 
army, and the shame of Chinese becoming 
“Japanese slaves.” 
After the speeches. Red drama troupes 
put on five hours of anti-Japanese enter­ 
tainment. 
The hammer-and-sickle flag of Soviet­ 
ism was displayed at every meeting beside 
the Chinese Kuomintang national banner, 
and the Red officers called 
each 
other 
“Comrade.” But these were the only evid­ 
ences of Communism. 
The Reds admit that their mass 
force 
must be restricted to the younger 
farm ­ 
ers, because the force of tradition Is too 
great among the aged. 
The average age 
of the guerrilla fighters is now only 20, 
while the average officer is 22. 
— THEY NEED DYNAMITE— 
“We have many shortcomings,” 
Gen­ 
eral Yu modestly admitted, “such as 
a 
slowly developing discipline, 
Insufficient 
military instructors, and a low percentage 
of literacy (30 per cent) among the peo­ 
ple. 
“But our most fundamental 
military 
weakness at present is a lack of high ex­ 
plosives to blow up the Japanese-controll­ 
ed railways. Two 
chemistry 
professors 
from Peking are here now. 
working 
on 
apparatus for the production of acid. Oth­ 
er materials are all available locally, 
so 
we hope to produce our own dynamite be­ 
fore the end of the summer. 
“Our greatest single source of revenues 
Is from the Chinese traitors. 
We 
have 
vowed to kill any Chinese who accepts a 
political job under the new pro-Japanea 
governments along the railways, and 
to 
confiscate all his property. 
“Each time we capture a railway town 
we kill a dozen or more petty Chinese offi­ 
cials and bring back many cartloads 
of 
their goods.” 
General Yu was asked if he considered 
his present government to be a commuu 
1st state. 
— UKK THE DEMOCRATS’— 
“Of course not,” he 
laughed. 
“The 
Chinese Communist Party today is 
no 
more Red than the Democratic Party 
in 
the United States. 
“ We use the teachings of Lenin to ex­ 
explain why Japanese imperialism is caus 
ing its own downfall, but we have aban­ 
doned entirely the class struggle within 
China. 
Our only aims are to unite 
all 
China to fight Japan, and to make the 
people realize that this is their war, not 
ours. 
“ We are loyal first of all to Generalis­ 
simo Chiang Kai-shek, for we believe that 
only under him can a united China stand 
against Japan. 
“It is not 
impossible,” 
General 
Yu 
concluded, “that the present struggle may 
produce a genuine democracy in China. 
That is the direction in which 
we 
are 
working, rather than toward real Com­ 
munism. ”

skin. 
Harvard has done herself the honor of 
offering an honorary degree to 
Justice 
Brandeis. 
The honor comes late. 
ll was 
twenty-two years ago that Abbott Lawr­ 
ence Lowell, president of Harvard, joined 
the pack who cried oat against Brandeis’ 
elevation to the Supreme bench. 
Indeed, the chances are that Harvard 
has waited altogether too long. At eighty- 
one, the Justice has passed the age when 
mundane glories mean mnch. 
For him a 
sheet of sheepskin, 
even from Harvard, 
where ho first knew the law under Lang* 
dell and Ames, hap no groat significance. 
The chances are that Justice Brandeis will 
refuse Harvard’s offer. 
YALE AND BRANDEIS 
If Harvard is refused, the president and 
fellows can console themselves with the 
thought that their 
colleagues 
at 
New 
Haven have already experienced the same 
rebuff. Thurman Arnold, author of “The 
Folk-Lore of Capitalism,” Assistant Attor­ 
ney General, and one of those to 
whom 
tho Ufo of Justice Brandeis has been 
a 
beacon, tells the story at his 
own 
and 
Yale’s expense. 
“When I was on the faculty 
of 
the 
Yale law school,” he says, “they asked us 
to nominate a candidate for an honorary 
degree. 
The faculty named Justice Bran­ 
deis. 
President Angell turned it 
down. 
Next year they asked the faculty 
again. 
We named Justice Brandeis. President An­ 
gell gave in, but the trustees turned 
it 
down. 
The third year they 
asked 
us 
again. 
We 
named 
Justice 
Brandeis. 
President Angell approved, the 
trustees 
approved, but the corporation turned it 
down. 
And the fourth year they asked 
us again. 
Again we named Justice Bran­ 
deis. 
President (Angel! 
approved, 
the 
trustees approved, 
the 
corporation 
ap­ 
proved, ^ but Justice Brandeis turned 
it 
down.” 
Brandela cares so little for honors and 
memorials that, although Harvard also 
wants his portrait, 
to install beside the 
portraits of Marshall, Webster and Holmes 
at the law school Brandeis

build, the Justice has refused to sit.

artist who is to commemorate the fourth 
In the great quadrumvirate of American 
law must work from a photograph,

The Press published a story deal­ 
ing with Attorney General Starr’s 
opinion sometime ago, but for the 
benefit of those readers who did 
not see the article, is reprinting 
some of the salient facts.

In an opinion flied by Attorney 
General Raymond W. Starr, he sus­ 
tains the objection made by Draper 
Allen, managing director of 
the

“Michigan State Sales Tax,’’ which 
cards contain what purports to be 
a new or changed sales tax bracket 
rate, effective September 7. 1937, 
of one cent on all purchases start­ 
ing at 15 cents, instead of one cent 
at 17 cents. 
The opinion holds that the issu­ 
ance and display of such printed 
cards is illegal, and that the state 
board of tax administration may 
prevent further use, distribution 
and display of same through issu­ 
ance of an injunction.

The most 
interesting 
thing 
shout the French-British agree 
ment is, perhaps, what 
it 
does 
not say. 
Not a 
word

tioned about the 
Russian - French 
treaty.

back up France 
in case she goes 
to the

▼akia, one won­ 
ders what price 
may have been 
offered for that 
concession. 
For 
it is one which 
this 
particular

made without much enthusiasm. 
The British, of course, need not 
have said that they would sup­ 
port France if she assisted 
her 
Central European ally. 
But 
if 
, they agree that 
France

support her, then they will 
be 
drawn into backing that support, 
willy-nilly. For the new alliance 
is the most formidable thing that 
this generation has seen. It real­ 
ly amounts to establishing a com­ 
mon army, a common command, 
and a common foreign policy.

Some students of the situation, 
believe that Britain will demand, 
in return for this, 
that France 
give up the French-Russian pact. 
But if the French 
treaty 
with 
Csechoelovakia is to 
stand 
and 
even be fortified, then one cannot 
envisage France doing 
anything 
so defeatist as 
abandoning 
her 
agreement with Russia. And, per­ 
haps even more importantly, it is 
probable that any French govern­ 
ment which proposed to do any 
such thing, would face a terrific 
revolt at home. The French work­ 
ingman believes in the pact with 
Russia. And so does the French 
Army.

Furthermore, the abandonment 
of the Soviets by the 
Western 
powers, would almost 
certainly, 
sooner or later, draw Russia and 
Germany together, and 
if 
that 
happened, with the 
obliteration^ 
of the small 
Central 
European 
powers, it would be a social and 
ideological event 
of 
the 
first 
magnitude. Then 
the 
Western 
world would really 
have 
some­ 
thing to fear.

What the Nazis will do now is 
a matter for speculation. 
Most 
observers think 
that 
Germany 
will certainly not take on Czecho­ 
slovakia at the risk of a European 
war. 
First of all, though Czecho­ 
slovakia is a small 
country 
of 
about fifteen million people, she 
has one of the beet armies on the 
continent for its size. As Winston 
Churchill recently pointed 
out. 
it is almost twice as large as the 
British Army. Officially it has a 
normal strength of 178,000 men, 
but for months past it has stood 
at around a quarter million, and 
probably three million men could 
be quickly mobilized. Its equip­ 
ment and material are firstrate. 
Czechoslovakia will be asked to 
make every concession 
to 
the 
German 
minorities 
“compatible 
with 
her 
national 
honor.” 
If 
Czechoslovakia 
would 
abandon 
the Russian-French alliances, my 
guess is that Mr.

and “executioners.” 
While bureau inspectors make 
detailed inspections of county and 
city jails, and those jails certi­ 
fied by the Federal Government 
for housing of Federal prisoners 
must meet strict standards, 
the 
activities of jail inmates are 
more difficult to Judge, Bennett 
said, and often do not come to 
light until some disaster occurs.
